It renews Government financial 
assistance, through loans or loan 
insurance or guaranteed contracts, 
for the expansion Of defense pro- 
duction facilities, 

Passed by a volce vote in the 
House yesterday, the bill now goes 
to a Senate-House conference 
committee for adjustments of dif- 
ferences, 

The chief difference wag a pro- 
vision in the Senate bill giving 
President Eisenhower power to 
freeze prices, wages, and rents for 
90 days in a future emergency, 
Provided Congress approved a 
declaration of war or otherwise 
authorized the freeze. 

The House rejected any standby 
powers at all, voting 113 te 65 
against an amendment proposed 
by Representative Spence (Rep.), 
Kentucky, to let the President 
clamp on a freeze at his own dis- 
cretion in any future “grave 
emergency.”

Chancellor Urges Gradu- 
ates to Learn Proper 
Use of Democracy’s 
Strength to Meet Chal- 
lenges.

The world’s free peoples are 
faced by grave challenges both by 
dictators outside their ranks who 
prate of Communism, and by per- 
sons within who “call on the sa- 
cred name of ‘patriotism’ to stifle 
all dissent,” Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton declared in his final 
commencement address at Wash- 
ington University today. 

Compton, speaking before the 
1400-member graduating class at 
the Field House, said nobody can 
deny the critical nature of pres- 
ent-day threats to freedom. He 
called upon his audience to learn 
proper use of Gemocracy’s enor- 
mous strength. 

“The trouble that has. come 
with the war we are fighting in 
Korea is a warning of what will 
happen if a barbaric but vital 
Communism is permitted to dom- 
inate the world,” he said. “As to 
the danger of following blindly 
leaders of little vision, the mem- 
ory of the disaster that Adolf Hit- 
ler brought upon his country and 
say us all will, I hope, keep us 

ert.” 

Source of Nation’s Power. 


The 60-year-old chancellor, who 
plans to assume other duties when 
a successor has been named, said 
Americans share the will to give 
everybody a chance. That com- 
mon purpose, he said, is the 
source of the nation’s power. 

Two other points were empha- 
sized by Compton in his farewell 
to graduates, One was his convic- 
tion that a nation. can free 
only to the extent its people 
“build themselves into its life,” 
the second, that “the only free- 
dom that is worth fighting for 
and living for is the freedom to 
try to achieve the best one 
knows.” 

“Having caught the vision of 
excellence,” he said, “and devot- 
ing yourselves to building such 
excellence into the life about you, 
you will find yourselves working 
side by side with many other 
souls who have learned what free- 
dom means. Together you will 
build our free nation to nobility 
and a strength that will be im- 
pregnable.” 


Tells of Plutonium Project. 

Compton drew from experience 
in development of the atomic 
bomb in World War II, a project 
in which he played a major role, 
to illustrate his belief that free 
men working ze meer toward a 
goal have invincible power. 

He recalled that the DuPont 
Chemical Co., asked to undertake 
the manufacture of plutonium late 
in 1942, thought there was only 
“one chance in a hundred” that 
the project could be worked out 
in time to be of value. Compton 
and others insisted the A-bomb 
could be produced in three years. 
It was ready in two and a half. 

Pessimism at the 1942 confer- 
enc with DuPont was such, Comp- 
ton declared, that “almost cer- 
tainly the atomic program would 
have been closed down” if physi- 
cists had not produced the first 
nuclear chain reaction wi the 
next two weeks. 

“Why was the task done so 
rapidly?” Compton asked. “The 
organization was nothing remark- 
able. Its effectiveness wag the 
strength of free men united on a 
task, with everyone impelled by 
wholehearted concern for its suc- 
cess. 

Co-founder Kin Among Graduates 

Introducing Compton, Ethan A. 
H. Shepley, president of the uni- 
versity’s board of directors, ob- 
served that the institution had 
been founded 100 years ago by 
the Rev. William Greenleaf Eliot 
and Wayman Crow. Miss Mary 
Gay Crow, a great-grandniece of 
one of the founders, was among 
the graduates this year. 

Shepley paid tribute to Comp- 
ton’s leadership as administra- 
tive head since 1945 and de- 
clared that “he is going on to 
another task—another commence- 
ment: a program of research into 
science and human affairs.” The

Depleted soda water supplies 
were being replenished today as 
CIO soft drink bottlers ended 
their 9-day strike and returned 
to work with a $12-a-week wage 
increase and a new two-year con- 
tract. 

An agreement between Soft 
Drink Workers Local 303, repre- 
senting the 200 bottlers, and the 
Missouri Bottlers Association, a 
group of 20 firms, was reached at 
1 a.m, after the strikers met last 
night and rejected an offer call- 
ing for a graduated pay increase 
— 1 a proposed three-year: con- 
tra 
The strikers had been directed 
to report at plants at 10 a.m., in 
the event an agreement was 
redched at midnight negotiations. 
Following announcement of the 
settlement by State Senator Ed- 
ward J. Hogan, business agent of 
Local 303, many men reported at 
7 a.m. and made preparations for 
starting up bottling machines. 
Truck drivers, who had been idle 
because of the strike, also re- 
turned and began making deliver- 
ies before noon. 

Under the agreement, the bot- 
tlers received an increase of 30 
cents an hour to $2.05, raising 
their weekly pay from $70 to $82. 
Other provisions. of the contract 
include overtime pay, seven paid 
holidays’ a year and three weeks 
vacation after 10 years’ service. 
The union originally demanded 
an increase of $2.37 an hour.

Chancellor Urges Gradu-

The world’s free peoples are 
faced by grave challenges both by 
dictators outside their ranks who 
prate of Communism, and by per- 
sons within who “call on the sa- 
cred name of ‘patriotism’ to stifle 
all dissent,” Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton declared in his final 
commencement address at Wash- 
ington University today. 

Compton, speaking before the 
1400-member graduating class at 
the Field House, said nobody can 
deny the critical nature of pres- 
ent-day threats to freedom. He 
called upon his audience to learn 
proper use of democracy’s enor- 
mous strength. 7 

“The trouble that has come 
with the war we are fighting in 
Korea is a warning of what will 
happen if a barbaric but vital 
Communism is permitted to dom- 
inate the world,” he said. “As to 
the danger of following blindly 
leaders of little vision, the mem- 
ory of the disaster that Adolf Hit- 
ler brought upon his country and 
— us all will, I hope, keep us 

ert.“ 


Source of Nation's Power. 


The 60-year-old chancellor, who 
plans to assume other duties when 
a successor has been named, said 
Americans share the will to give 
everybody a chance. That com- 
mon purpose, he said, is the 
source of the nation’s power. 


Two other points were empha- 
sized by Compton in his farewell 
to graduates, One was his convic- 
tion that a nation. can pe free 
only to the extent its people 
“build themselves into its life,” 
the second, that “the only free- 
dom that is worth fighting for 
and living for is the freedom to 
try to achieve the best one 
knows.” 

“Having caught the vision of 
excellence,” he said, “and devot- 
ing yourselves to building such 
excellence into the life about you, 
you will find yourselves working 
side by side with many other 
souls who have learned what free- 
dom means. Together you will 
build our free nation to nobility 
and a strength that will be im- 
pregnable.” 


Tells of Plutonium Project. 

Compton drew from experience 
in development of the atomic 
bomb in World War II, a project 
in which he played a major role, 
to illustrate his belief that free 
men working zealously toward a 
goal have invincible power. 

He recalled that the DuPont 
Chemical Co., asked to undertake 
the manufacture of plutonium late 
in 1942, thought there was only 
“one chance in a hundred” that 
the project could be worked out 
in time to be of value. Compton 
and others insisted the A-bomb 
could be produced in three years. 
It was ready in two and a half. 

Pessimism at the 1942 confer- 
enc with DuPont was such, Comp- 
ton declared, that “almost cer- 
tainly the atomic program would 
have been closed down” if physi- 
cists had not produced K 
nuclear chain reaction wi the 
next two weeks. 

“Why was the task done so 
rapidly?” Compton asked. “The 
organization was nothing remark- 
able. Its effectiveness was the 
strength of free men united on a 
task, with everyone impelled by 
wholehearted concern for its suc- 
cess,

WASHINGTON, June 10 (UP) 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. called on a group 
of noted judges and lawyers today 
to see what can be done about 
simplifying the procedures of the 
Government's quasi-judicial regu- 
latory agencies. : 

He said reforms are urgently 
needed to speed decisions by these 
agencies and to cut the heavy 
legal expenses-of individuals and 
corporations which get involved 


with them. 

“Unnecessary delay and ex- 
pense in the administration of 
justice and public business is... 
objectionable,” he said. “Fair and 
efficient administrative. proced- 
ures are a major element In the 
administration of justice.” 
Brownell opened a two-day ses- 
sion of the President's Conference 
on Administrative Procedure. 
Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson who 
had suggested the conference, 
spoke briefly of the need for cut- 
ting some of the red tape in the 
numerous federal commissions 
regulating power commissions, 
transportation, securities, etc. 

The conference was called by 
President Eisenhower on April 
29 after a judges’ organization 
complained about the “unneces- 
sary delay, expense and volume 
of records” in proceedings before 
Government regulatory agencies.

Situation Not Alarming. 

There is nothing alarming about 
the duck and geese population at 
present. A severe drouth, con- 
tinuing through July and August, | 
could cause a serious decline and 
a reduction of the bag limit this 
fall. If present conditions con- 
tinue, however, there will be no 
change over last season. More 
ducks do not always mean better 
shooting. Last year a bumper 
crop funneled down the Missis- 
sippi flyway but, due to the 
vagaries of the weather, Missouri 
and filinois had very spotted 
shooting. Dréuth conditions dried 
up the smaller potholes and lakes 
and the ducks rafted up on the 
larger bodies of water and re- 
fused to move within shooting 
range. If the weather is severe 
in the north and extends well 
down. into the southland for an 
extended time, then the water- 
fowl “take the cannonball ex- 
press” direct to Florida, Louisi- 
ana, and all points south. 
But the Canadian Provinces 
and a few of the northern States 
produce the major share of the 
waterfowl. If weather conditions 
there are unfavorable, especially 
drouth during the summer, then 
the wintry blasts are of little con- 
sequence for there will be but 
few waterfowl to ride the tailwind 
and brave the blasts of the nim- 
rods’ guns. The June reports are 
rather premature and only late 
August will tell the true tale.

“Smoker's Asthma 
By Glen R, Shepherd, M.D. 


MOKING has come in for criticism by physicians recently. 
Su associated with tung cancer. It has been reported by 

Dr. M. C. Myerson to cause benign tumors of the vocal 
cords. Now Dr. George L. Waldbott of Detroit reports “smok- 
er's asthma.” He has seen it in 31 patients in the past four 

years. 7 , 
The wheezing, coughing, chest pains, and repeated throat 
infections either completely disappeared or were considerably 
relieved when the sufferers gave up smoking. “In several in- 
stances, its resumption caused a return of the condition,” said 
the report. 

_ According to Dr. Waldbott, this smoker’s asthma may re- 

ble real asthma, with certain exceptions. Hoarseness is 
more common in smoker’s asthma and there is no history o 
allergy in the blood relatives. 

Barrel chest, real distress in breathing, reduction in the 
amount of air moved in and out of the lungs on breathing, and 
a positive history of allergy in the blood relatives characterize 
bronchial asthma. Certain kinds of blood cells are found in 
bronchial asthma and are not found in “smoker’s asthma.”

OF THE 31 PATIENTS he has seen with what he calls 
“smoker asthma,” 20 were men and 11 were women. 

One patient was a 32-year-old woman. She was bothered 
by repeated sore throats, shortness of breath, and marked 
wheezing. She had eight to 12 “colds” a year. She spit up 

: Quite a bit of stuff each morning. She suffered sharp pains in 
the chest that had nothing to do with her breathing, heart 
action, or exertion. 

All the physician could find was chronie bronchitis with 
no permanent damage to these breathing tubes nor any cells 
in the blood indicating bronchial asthma. 

She had been smoking two to three packs of cigarettes 
a day for 15 years. Ten days after she completely stopped 
smoking, she felt a let better. The wheezing became less, she 
stopped spitting, and her throat appeared less irritated, 

This improvement continued until she started to smoke 
five to eight cigarettes a day, when the former symptoms be- 
gan again. She stopped smoking and her symptoms improved. 

When Dr. Waldbott saw her last, she had started smoking 
again and all the symptoms had returned in full force. In 
fact, she had just recovered from a severe “cold” affecting 
chiefly her throat.
